Rival to Karzai withdraws 
from runoff, citing fraud 

KABULI President Hamid Karzai was effec- 
tively handed a second five-year term Sun- 
day when his only challenger dropped out of 
the race, and the Obama administration said 
it was prepared to work with the man it has 
previously criticized to combat corruption 
and confront the Taliban insurgency. 

Former foreign min- 
ister Abdullah Abdullah 
announced his decision 
to quit six days before the 
runoff election, after last- 
minute talks led by the U.S. 
and United Nations failed 
to produce a power-shar- 
ing agreement acceptable 
to Karzai, according to a Western diplomat 
who spoke on condition of anonymity because 
of the sensitivity of the negotiations. 

In an emotional speech, Abdullah told 
supporters that he could not accept a runoff 
led by the same Karzai-appointed election 
commission that managed the fraud-marred 
vote in August. The runoff was set for Sat- 
urday after U.N.-backed auditors annulled 
nearly a third of Karzai’s votes as fakes. 

Abdullah stopped short of calling on sup- 
porters to boycott the polls — a move U.S. 
officials feared would have enflamed ten- 
sions. He also urged his followers “not to go 
into the streets” to protest the election. 

“The people have the right to have a fair 
election,” Abdullah said. “But this election

Independent advisers 
to monitor side effects 
of HlNl inoculations 

WASHINGTON | Independent health 
advisers begin monitoring safety 
of the swine flu vaccine on Mon- 
day, an extra step the government 
promised in this year’s unprece- 
dented program to watch for pos- 
sible side effects. 

Decades of safe influenza inoc- 
ulations mean specialists aren’t 
expecting problems with the swine 
flu vaccine, because it’s made the 
same way as the regular winter flu 
vaccine. But systems to track the 
health of millions of Americans 
are being tapped to make sure — 
to spot any real problems quickly, 
and to explain the inevitable false 
alarms when common disorders 
coincide with inoculation. 

U.S. health officials have spot- 
ted no concerns to date, said Dr. 
Bruce Gellin, head of the National 
Vaccine Program Office. 

A specially appointed work- 
ing group of independent experts 
will track the vaccine’s safety, too. 
Although the group will deliber- 


ate in private meetings starting 
Monday, its charge is to raise a 
red flag if members think the feds 
miss anything. 

“Given the rapidity with which 
this particular vaccine was rolled 
out, there seems to be an extra- 
special obligation to make sure 
things remain as uncomplicated 


as they have in the past,” said Dr. 
Marie McCormick of the Har- 
vard School of Public Health, who 
chairs the group. 

Vaccinations against the HlNl 
strain have begun more slowly than 
officials had hoped, with long lines 
for the nearly 27 million doses 
divided among the U.S. so far. 


While vaccine side effects 
always are monitored, the HlNl 
inoculations are getting extra 
scrutiny in part because the last 
mass vaccinations against a very 
different swine flu, in 1976, were 
marred by reports of a rare para- 
lyzing condition, Guillain-Barre 
syndrome, lauran neergaard (ap)

WAS H I N G T 0 N I After Struggling for 
months to avert bankruptcy, lend- 
er CIT Group has filed for Chap- 
ter 11 protection in an attempt to 
restructure its debt while trying 
to keep badly needed loans flow- 
ing to thousands of mid-sized and 
small businesses. 

CIT made the filing in New York 
bankruptcy court Sunday, after a 
debt-exchange offer to bondhold- 
ers failed. CIT said in a statement 
that its bondholders overwhelm- 
ingly opted for a prepackaged reor- 
ganization plan, which will reduce 


total debt by $10 billion while 
allowing the company to continue 
to do business. 

The Chapter 11 filing is one of 
the biggest in 
U.S. corporate 
history, following 
Lehman Broth- 
ers, Washington 
Mutual, World- 
Com and Gener- 
al Motors. CIT’s 
bankruptcy fil- 
ing shows $71 billion in finance and 
leasing assets against total debt of 
$64.9 billion. 

A prepackaged bankruptcy, 
which has the support of major 
bondholders, speeds up the pro- 
cess of restructuring CIT’s debt 


and could allow it to exit court 
protection by the end of the year. 

“The decision to proceed with 
our plan of reorganization will allow 
CIT to continue to provide funding 
to our small business and middle 
market customers, ” said Jeffrey M, 
Peek, chairman and CEO. 

CIT’s move will wipe out cur- 
rent holders of its common and 
preferred stock. 

That means the U.S. govern- 
ment will likely lose the $2.3 bil- 
lion it sunk into CIT last year in 
return for preferred shares to prop 
up the ailing company. 

The government could have lost 
billions more had it not declined to 
hand over more aid to the company 
earlier this year, (ap)

Now the U,S,, barring other 
developments, must find a way to 
work with Karzai, who was widely 
favored to win the runoff anyway, 
and encourage him to embrace 
supporters of Abdullah and other 
groups opposed to the Taliban,

U.S. secretary of state 
lauds concessions by 
Israel, urges new talks 

MARRAKECH, MOROCCO I Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
is praising Israel for “unprece- 
dented” concessions in the inter- 
est of restarting peace talks with 
the Palestinians, but her shuttle 
diplomacy produced no sign of a 
breakthrough. 

The Palestinians on Satur- 
day rejected Israel’s offer to show 
“restraint” in settlement construc- 
tion in the West Bank, rather than 
completely halting building, Clin- 
ton spoke approvingly of the Israeli 
offer, knowing it is at odds with the 
prevailing Palestinian view. 

After talks Saturday in the Per- 
sian Gulf with Palestinians and in 
Jerusalem with Israelis, Clinton 
flew to Marrakech to prepare for 
talks to include consultations with 
Arab foreign ministers, 

Palestinian leaders have said 
they will not return to peace talks 
with Israel unless it stops all settle- 
ment building on lands they claim 
for a future state, and they believe 
Israel has blatantly defied a U,S, 
demand for a settlement freeze.

But Palestinian President Mah- 
moud Abbas is sticking to his refus- 
al to resume talks until Israel stops 
building settlements, Abbas is fight- 
ing a perception that he repeatedly 
caves in to U,S, demands, 

Abbas spokesman Nabil Abu 
Rdeneh said, “There can be no 
excuse for the continuation of set- 
tlements, which is really the main 
obstacle in the way of any credible 
peace process,” robert burns (ap)

Attacks Paralyze 
Pakistan’s Capital 


Recent militant raids 
transform Islamabad 
into city under siege 

ISLAMABADI An onslaught of mil- 
itant violence has transformed 
Pakistan’s capital from a sleepy 
oasis to something of a city under 
siege, with its tree-lined streets 
barricaded, schools shuttered and 
jittery residents wondering when 
the next attack will come. 

The fear shows how Taliban 
and al-Qaeda-Ied insurgents based 
along the Afghan border have 
brought the war into Pakistan’s 
political and diplomatic heart, 
something they hope will force the 
government to halt a new army 
offensive into their stronghold. 

The unease has been heightened 
by the range of targets attacked 


despite a nationwide security 
clampdown. Suicide bombers hit 
the International Islamic Univer- 
sity and a U.N. office in Islamabad; 
militants took officers hostage for 
22 hours at army headquarters in 
the neighboring city of Rawalpindi; 
commando-style raids paralyzed 
the city of Lahore; and bombs 
have ripped through markets in 
the northwest. 

More than 300 people have 
been killed, most of them Paki- 
stani civilians. And no one expects 
the attacks to end soon. 

“The feeling is that things have 
degenerated terribly,” said Javeed 
Akhtar, a corporate lawyer. “The 
university bombing [on Oct. 20] 
sent a chill through everyone. 
There is now a realization that 
targets are unrestricted. It is no- 
holds-barred.” chris brummitt (ap) 


Pakistani Forces Kill Seven Militants 


ISLAMABADI Security forces fight- 
ing their way through a mountain- 
ous Taliban stronghold killed at 
least seven militants Sunday and 
injured several more, officials said, 
while Pakistan’s foreign minister 
said the offensive in tribal South 
Waziristan should finish sooner 
than originally expected.

GOP makes big push 
to rally voters ahead 
of Tuesday s election 

Thousands of campaign staffers 
and volunteers fanned out across 
the state Saturday, knocking on 
doors and making phone calls to 
urge voters to go to the polls Tues- 
day and cast a ballot for Repub- 
lican Robert F. McDonnell or 
Democrat R. Creigh Deeds in the 
closely watched race for Virginia 
governor. 

Republicans, excited by the pros- 
pect of winning after eight years of 
losses, said they have embarked 
on their largest- ever get-out-the- 
vote program in Virginia, reaching 
twice as many people as they did 
during last year’s presidential race. 
They said they had phoned nearly 
2.5 million residents since April and 
knocked on more than half a mil- 
lion doors as they tried to ensure 
that their enthusiasm translates at 
the ballot box. 

Democrats, down in every poll 
since June, are staging a last-ditch 
effort to energize voters, the sort 
of highly organized operation that 
helped them elect two consecutive 
governors and two U.S. senators, 
and deliver the state for a Demo- 


cratic presidential candidate for 
the first time in more than four 
decades. They said they expect 
to contact 620,000 Virginians 14 
times in the final two weeks of the 
campaign. 

More than 200 Republican 
volunteers cheered McDonnell as 
he addressed them Saturday at a 


rally in Springfield. “Now the TV’s 
been done. The radio’s done. The 
slick glossy fliers are in the mail. 
But now it’s up to you,” McDon- 
nell said. 

Deeds stumped at several events 
in southwest Virginia with U.S. 
Sen. James Webb, D-Va., and Gov. 
Timothy M. Kaine, who is chair- 


man of the Democratic National 
Committee. 

“We’ve got four days, and this 
race is ours to win,” Deeds said 
Friday at a rally at the King Street 
Blues restaurant in Alexandria. 
“We just have to drive every single

General purpose gift 
cards can sometimes 
come with an array 
of hidden surcharges 

NEW YORK I You buy your sister a 
$100 general purpose gift card. 
It’s for her birthday, but it might 
be the bank that has reason to 
celebrate. 

Despite your good intentions, 
such gift cards often come with 
a tangle of fine print and fees 
that can ensnare unsuspecting 
recipients. Your sister might not 
realize that a $3 monthly inac- 
tivity fee kicks in after a year. Or 
it could annoy her that it costs 
$12 to replace a lost card. 

So, before you start loading up 
on gift cards for the holidays, be 
sure you know the pitfalls. 

The Basics 

There are two types of gift cards 
— store cards and general-pur- 
pose bank cards. The latter are 
Visa-, MasterCard- or American 
Express-branded cards that you 
can use wherever those credit 
cards are accepted. 

Unlike with gift cards to spe- 
cific stores, there are usually fees 
to buy general purpose gift cards. 


Chase and Wells Fargo cards cost 
$3.50 apiece. American Express 
cards cost between $2.95 and 
$6.95, depending on the value of 
the card. 

Running Meter 

Once a general purpose bank 
card is purchased, the clock on 
the expiration date starts ticking. 
The card’s value could disappear 
even before the expiration date as 
a result of dormancy fees. Some 
cards start charging monthly fees 
as early as six months after pur- 
chase, according to the Consumer 
Federation of America. 


New Safeguards 

The good news is that retailers and 
banks will have to abide by some 
new ground rules with gift cards 
starting in August 2010. Issu- 
ers will be banned from putting 
an expiration date on gift cards, 
unless it’s at least five years after 
the card is loaded. 

Inactivity fees will also be 
banned, unless the card hasn’t 
been used for at least a year. Issuers 
will also be required to “clearly and 
conspicuously” state fees on pack- 
aging. Until then, it might be easier 
to simply steer clear of general pur- 
pose gift cards, candice choi (ap)

Amid the heap of obligations and 
expenses that come with buying a 
house, title insurance can be one 
of the most bewildering. The topic 
can make your eyes glaze over, 
but anyone buying a home for the 
first time needs to understand 
exactly what it is. 

I What is the purpose of title insurance? 

The title to a home can carry any 
number of ugly surprises. There 
could be liensagainstthe house 


for unpaid property, state orfeder- 
al taxes, or even unpaid remodeling 
bills. Ortheownershipofthe home 
— andthe right ofthesellerto put it 
on the market — could be disputed. 
Your attorney orthetitle insurance 
company should perform a search 
onthetitle, butsuch searches aren’t 
always exhaustive. Title insurance is 
intended to protect against any liens 
that might cometo light. 

2 What types of insurance are there, 
and are they required? There are 
two types of title insurance: lend- 
er’stitle insurance and owner’stitle 
insurance. The bank issuing your 
mortgage will require you to buy 
lender’s title insurance. However, 


that covers only the amount of your 
mortgage, and coverage lasts only 
forthe duration of the loan. An own- 
er’s policy, which is optional, is 
intended to bridge any gaps in cov- 
erage. 

3 Who pays for title insurance, and 
how much is it? You pay for the 
lender’s coverage, and the price 
will be based on the amount of the 
loan. The price of owner’stitle insur- 
ance will vary depending on where 
you live. On average, getting own- 
er’s title insurance on a $250,000 
home would costaboutaone-time 
fee of about $900, according to the 
American Land Title Association.

Baltimore’s defense 
shines as MeDaniels

RAVENS I The Baltimore Ravens 
handed Denver its first loss by 
implementing the blueprint that 
the Broncos employed in winning 
their first six games. 

Rookie Lardarius Webb 
returned the second-half kickoff 95 
yards for a score, and the Ravens 
ended a three-game losing streak 
with surprising ease, defeating the 
Broncos 30-7 on Sunday. 

It was Denver’s first loss under 
rookie head coach Josh McDaniels. 
The Broncos (6-1) came in with 
the NFL’s top-ranked defense, a 
plus -seven turnover differential 
and one of the league’s best kick 


returners in Eddie Royal. Denver 
had also outscored the opposition 
76-10 after halftime. 

The Ravens, however, dominat- 
ed each of those facets of the game. 


Baltimore (4-3) limited Denver to 
200 yards, scored off the game’s 
lone turnover, won the special 
teams battle and pulled away after 
leading just 6-0 at halftime. 


Denver started the day as 
one of three unbeaten teams 
in the NFL and was trying to 
improve to 7-0 for the first time 
since 1998. Baltimore needed a 
win to avoid falling under .500 
and dropping two games behind 
Pittsburgh and Cincinnati in the 
AFC North. 

In a duel between an undefeat- 
ed team and a desperate one, the 
Ravens prevailed. Baltimore held 
Royal in check, bottled up quar- 
terback Kyle Orton and became 
the first team this season to rush 
for more than 100 yards against 
Denver. 

The tone was set on first play 
from scrimmage, when Ravens 
linebacker Jarret Johnson blitzed 
untouched from the left side, sack- 
ing Orton for an 8-yard loss. 

Denver managed just 79 yards 
of offense while being held score- 
less in the first half for the first 
time this season, (ap)

N E w Y 0 R K I Meb Keflezighi became 
the first U.S. man to win the New 
York City Marathon since 1982 
on Sunday, a victory that capped 
an outstanding day for American 
distance running. 

Derartu Tulu of Ethiopia cap- 
tured the women’s race, with two- 
time defending champ Paula Rad- 
cliffe falling back to fourth, then 
grabbing her left leg in pain after 
finishing. 

Keflezighi, the 2004 Olympic 
silver medalist, learned after a dis- 
appointing performance in the U.S. 
Olympic trials in New York two 
years ago he had a stress fracture 


in his hip. He capped the long and 
painful comeback with a landmark 
victory against a deep field for his 
first major marathon title. 

That day in 2007 he also lost 
close friend Ryan Shay, who col- 
lapsed and died during the race. 
Keflezighi said the tears he shed 


after winning were for Shay. 

Born in Eritrea, the 34 -year- 
old runner became a U.S. citizen 
in 1998. He was second in New 
York in 2004 and third in 2005.

Amerie consolidates 
control of her music 
in hopes of keeping

VISION I Half-diva, half-brainiac, 
29 -year-old singer Amerie likes 
to read science magazines while 
she prepares for a photo shoot. But 
most know Amerie as the voice 
behind 2005’s chart-topping R&B 
single “1 Thing,” With its bursts of 
percussion and ribbons of insistent 
melody, the song remains one of 
the decade’s most revelatory pieces 
of pop music. “It’s this one thing 
and I was so with it,” she belts on 
the song’s delirious refrain.

this one thing you did.” 

On Tuesday, Amerie will try to 
do it again with “In Love & War,” 
her first U.S. release after a four- 
year absence. Weaving urgent mel- 
odies through sandpapery beats, 
it’s an album tailor-made to stand 
out in an era when R&B singers 
are often treated as interchange- 
able parts in the great American 
pop machine. 

“On the radio, you have a lot of

the producer who did the record.

You can hear it in lead single 
“Why R U” — a pining love song 
with a scrappy boom-bap track 
courtesy of the production team 
the Buchanans. Unlike the chorus 
of “1 Thing,” here our hero finds 
herself suspended in a different 
type of romantic disbelief: “Why 
are you the only thing that I care 
about? ... Baby, you’re no good for 
me, no!” Her vocal trills morph 
into growls as the beat threatens 
to boil over, 

“I like to work with people who 
are willing to create something 
with me, versus just giving me 
their off-the-rack track,” Amerie 
says of her collaborators. 

That desire for control came to a 
head in 2007 when Amerie decided 
to shelve her then-forthcoming disc, 
“Because I Love It.” The singer had 
grown skeptical of her paymasters 
and put the project in cold storage 
as she plotted a move to hip-hop 
powerhouse Def Jam, where she’s 
currently signed. 

“There was just too much 
turmoil on the executive level,” 
she says of the lack of promo- 
tion she felt at her old label. “If 
it’s not gonna be put out right, I 
don’t want to do it.” chris richards
